promised,

Two years ago it was brought 
to the atten'ion of the Muuici- 
pal Conveution that neither in 
the Municipal Act, nor in the 
Union Hospital Act had the 
powers been given. Very strong 
representation was made to 
the Provincial Cubinet by a 
large representution of those 
Municipalities interested im 
hospitals, and as a resuli legis- 
lation bas passed giving the re- 
quired powers for the future, 
and legalizing the use of them 
by councils in the past, 

A provision was made, how 
ever, that where a By Law was 
in existence, or a new one was 
brought in, it should only be 
valid where it hud been sub- 
mitted to the ratepayers of the 
Municipalities concerned, aud 
passed by them with two. 
thirds of those voting, doing so 
in the affirmative. 

The by-law to be voted on, 
therefore, is not for the pro. 
vision of any new arrangement, 
or any alteration of the pre- 
sent arrangement with the hos- 
pitals. 

Insurance of ratepayers and 
their families through taxation 
hus obtained in R M. of Man 
tarioefor four years, and it has 
e@ st all of the ratepayers of the 
Municipality an average prem. 
ium of about $2 per quarter 
section during that time.

Gift Of Dominion 
Unveiled 


Memorial To Americans Who Died 
With Canadian Forces In Great 
War 

A little corner of Arlington ceme- 
tery has been marked out as Canada's 
own. It lies between two roads in the! 
national shrine of the United States | 
war dead and it is dominated now by 
Canea's cross of sacrifice. 

The memorial which the Dominion | 
has erected to men who came from | 
the United States in the first years of, 
the war to enlist in the Canadian} 
forces and who lost their lives in 
that service, was unveiled Armistice 
Day by a Canadian Statesman. A Can- 
adlan diplomat presented it formally 
tu the government and the people of 
the United States and the sentor cab- 
inet secretary of the United States ac- 
cepted it. 

When Colonel the Hon. J. L. Ral- 
ston, minister of national defence for 
Canada, loosed the flags of Canada 
and the United States which had coy- 
ered the cross, four hundred soldiers 
presented arms and many hundreds of 
civillans stood in silence to hear Can- 
adian buglers sound the Last Post. 
Wher. Hon. Vincent Massey, Canadian | 
toinister to Washington, had formally | 
presented the memorial and Hon. 
I'rank Q, Kellogg, United States secre- 
tary of state, had accepted it, the chief | 
speeches of the day were made by 
Colonel Ralston and Hon. D. N, Davis, 
United States secretary of war. 
Wreaths from the secretary of state, 
the British ambassador, the Canadian 
minister to the United States, the 
American Legion, the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, the Sons of 
the American Revolution, and many 
other organizations were laid one by 
one on the pedestal of Canadian 
pranite. The buglers sounded the 
Reveille and Canada’s memorial had 
become a part of the Arlington shrine.

Change In Policy 
Interests Britain 


Papers Comment Favorably On Pro- 
posal To Widen Scope 

The announcement made by Hon. 
Robert Forke, Cunadian Minister of 
Immigration, in Ottawa, that unlimit- 
ed acceptance and placement of farm 
workers and houseworkers from the 
British Isles would be the immigra- 
tion policy of the Dominion Govern- 
ment in future has received consider: 
able attention from those quarters in 
Great Britain that are most nearly in- 
terested in the matter of immtgration. 

The Glasgow Herald calls attention 
to the fact that many critics of the 
previous policy of migration have con- 
sidered it a very narrow policy to 
deny cheap passages to British wo- 
men who are qualified for positions in 
Canada as domestic servants except 
that they have learned domestic ser- 
vice only in their own homes and have 
not been specially trained for over- 
seas service, 

The Herald says these critics argue 
that the foundations of Canada’s agri- 
cultural prosperity have been laid in 
part by men who never previously 
saw a farm except in a picture. 

“Why then should a woman, who 
has been trained in domestic service 
only in her own home in Great Bri- 
tain, be denied ready admittance to 
Canada?” the Herald asks.
